The Legion's fourteenth annual 


convention went on record on the 
cash bonus, prohibition, World 
Court and war debts in such a 
fashion as to throw the bulk of 
its opposition against the Republi- 
can party. The. final touch was 
the election of Louis A. Johnson, 
a West Virginia Demociat, as na- 
tional commander, in as pretty a 
political coup as was ever staged 
in even a national political con- 
vention. 


On the bonus, the Legion de- 


manded immediate cash payment. 
Both President Hoover and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, his Democratic 
rival, have declared against it but 
the Republican .party must . bear- 
the brunt of Iegion--opposftl6h • on 
this issue because the administra- 
tion has persistently fought it.

The workhouse al- 
lows 80 cents per day on a 
fine.

So, in order to g ive fire-fig hters 
every chance to combat flames the 
sa fety director has ordered drastic 
I police enforcement of traffic laws. 
The city has an ordinance which 
j calls for the arrest of any auto- 
; mobile driver who chases within 
300 feet of the truck. 
It has an­ 
other ordinance ordering the ar­ 
rest of any person who parks too 
near the fi*e truck. 
"Neither of 
these la ws' have been enforced,” 
Mr. Crist 
declared 
today , 
“ but 
from now on they are g oing to be. 
Violation of these ordinances was 
the real cause for the suspension 
of the fire bell but now that we 
are putting m e bell back into use 
we’re gaing to see that violators 
are arrested.”

foods are grown chiefly as clover 
crops, or as feed for farm live- 
stock. The soybean in its native 
Orient, however, ranks next to nee 
as a food crop, and because of ltd 
high protein value, is the orient- 
al substitute for meat. 


The 
cowpea, common in 
the 


southern part of the United States, 
is grown there primarily for for- 
age and soil enrichment, but it is 
eaten in considerable quantities, 
and one variety, the blackeyed pea, 
is grown for market. 
Thus the 


soybean and the cowpea furnish 
a valuable food which as a sort of 
by-product is very cheap in rhe 
districts where these 
crops are 


grown. Soybeans anJ cowpeas are 
also on sale in the stores and mar- 
kets in some communities. 


The soybean is so neb in high 


quality protein, and contains so 
much fat, that oriental people 
make substitutes for milk and for 
cheese from the ground beans. It 
is also rich in calcium and food 
iron, and has a considerable v ra- 
rain content especially of vitamin 
B. But soybeans contain only a 
trace of starch, and can therefore 
be used in the same meal with 
rice, hominy gnts, or other starchy 
foods. 
Because of their lack of 


starch, 
soybeans have been 
le- 


commended as food for diabetics 
and soybean meal tnd bread are 
made and sold for this purpose 


Yellow, brown, and sre°a vane- 


*ies of soybeans are excellent foi 
use as green vegetables and car 
be cooked like Lima beans or any 
other 
of the varieties of bean 


used green. The green beans shell 
more easily if the pods are first 
boiled for about three 
minutes. 


The average cookirg time (.boiling 
or steaming) for the green beans 
is about 50 minutes, and may then 
be served simply with melted but- 
ter or white sauce, or they may be 
scalloped, or used in salad. 
Scal- 


loped green soybeans with toma- 
toes or tomato sauce is another 
good variation. ' 


Dried soybeans can be prepared 


in much the same way as navy 
and other dried beans. The dried 
soybeans, however, require longer 
soaking and much more cooking 
than the familiar varieties of 
beans 
In general, dried soybeans 


should be soaked 
24 hours and

time varies considerably, however, 
with the dryness of the bean and 
the variety. As a rule, it is bet- 
ter to simmer then to boil soy- 
beans rapidly. Since they are very 
rich in fat, they do not require ad- 
ditional tat in cooking, but some 
persons prefer to add a little meat 
fat or butter because of the fla- 
vor. 


Soybeans sprouts make a good 


green salad for winter The sprout- 
ing may be done in the kitchen by 
first soakii;g the beans ever night, 
and then putting the dried beans 
in a strainer or colander, in which 
tncy lire kept covered, In a warm 
place, and are flooded with warm 
Water four or five times a day. 


The sprouts will appear in four 


to six days, and should be used 
when they are about an inch long. 


All the beans and peas belong 


to that highly useful group of 
plants called legumes. Their pe- 
culiar value lies in the vanety of 
food substances they contain, and 
in their cheapness. 
All are rich 


in protein (though not the "com- 
plete" pfoteins of milk, cheese, and 
meat), iron, phosphorus, and vita- 
min B. None, however, are so rich 
in these values as tbe uoybean. 


Cowpeas are usually served Just 


as other beans and peas are serv- 
ed. Boiled or baked or scalloped 
cowpeaa, 
with atrips of bacon 


across the top, make a highly nut- 
rituious and very appetizing main 
dish for a meatless meal. 


At this time of year there are 


other incidental crops of beans 
that are worth remembering. These 
are the late garden "beans of dif- 
ferent varieties — "horticultural 
beans," "Kentucky wonders," "yard 
long beans," 'lazy wife,' 
"corn- 


field beans,' and other beans that 
have matured on the vines but are 
not thoroughly dried. 
These are 


easily shelled and require much 
less cooking time than dried beans 
They may be seasoned with butter 
or served with white sauce or to- 
mato sauce, as suggested for soy- 
beans.

Th e soybean in its nativ e 
Orient, h owev er, ranks next to rice 
as a food crop, and because of its 
h igh protein v alue, i.s th e orient­ 
al substitute for meat.

cowpea, common in

south ern part of th e United States, 
is grown th ere primarily for for­ 
age and soil enrich ment, but it is 
eaten 
in considerable 
quantities, 
and one v ariety, th e blackeyed pea, 
is grown for market. 
Th us th e 
soybean and th e cowpea furnish 
a v aluable food wh ich as a sort of 
by-product is v ery ch eap in rh e 
districts wh ere th ese 
crops 
are 
grown. Soybeans and cowpeas arc 
also on sale in' th e store.s and m ar­ 
kets in some communities. 
Th e soybean is so rich in h igh 
quality protein, and contains so 
much fat, 
th at 
oriental 
pec pie 
make substitutes for milk and for 
ch eese from th e ground beans. It 
is also rich in calcium and food 
iron, and h as a considerable v 'ta- 
min content especially of v itamin 
B. 
But soybeans contain only a 
trace of starch , and can th erefore 
be used in th e same meal with 
rice, h ominy grits, or oth er starch y 
foods. 
Because of th eir lack of 
starch , 
.soybeans h av e been 
le- 
commended as food for diabetics, 
and soybean meal and bread arc 
made and sold for th is purpose. 
Yellow, brown, and green v arie­ 
ties of soybeans are excellent for 
use a.s green v egetable.s and can 
be cooked like Lima beans or any 
oth er 
of 
th e 
v arieties of bean 
u.sed green. Th e green beans .sh ell 
more easily if th e pod.s are first 
boiled for about 
th ree 
minutes. 
Th e av erage cooking time (boiling 
or steaming) for th e green beans 
is about 50 minutes, and may th en 
be serv ed simply with melted but­ 
ter or wh ite sauce, or th ey may be 
scalloped, or used in salad.

Cowpeas are usually serv ed just 
as oth er beans and peas are serv ­ 
ed. 
Boiled or baked or scalloped 
cowpeas, 
with 
strips 
of bacon 
across th e top, make a h igh ly nut- 
rituious and v ery appetizing main 
dish for a meatle.ss meal. 
At th is time of year th ere are 
oth er incidental 
crops 
of beans 
th at are w'orth remembering. Th ese 
are th e late garden beans of dif­ 
ferent 
v arieties — “h orticultural 
beans,” “Kentucky wonders,” “yard 
long beams,” ‘lazy 
wife,’ 
“corn' 
field beans,’ and oth er beans th at 
h av e matured on th e v ines but are 
not th orough ly dried. 
Th ese are 
ea.sily sh elled and re(]Uire

This is called “tra um a tic c a ta ra c t.” 
In this type the haziness is due to a 
rupture of the capsule of the eye. 
This break perm its the w ate ry fluid 
within the eyeball 
to 
en ter the 
crystalline lens, producing cloudi­ 
ness. 
im m ediate medical attention 
is necessary in an accident of this 
sort. 


U n fo rtun ately , many a victim of 
c a ta ra c t goes on 
for years, not 
know ing he can be helped. He may 
not go to his physician for relief 
until both eyes are involved. 
By a 
sim ple operation he m ay be kept 
from y ea rs of partial blindness. 
The sym ptom s of this condition 
a ppe a r so grad ually that the true 
¡cause m ay be overlooked. 
As a 
rule, the re is a g rad ual decrease 
of vision w ithout pain or inflam m a­ 
tion of the eyes. 
C o n tra ry to a common belief, ca­ 
ta ra c t cannot be cured by m edi­ 
cines, salves, drops or other forms 
of trea tm e n t. 
S urgery is the only 
m eans of cure. 
While there are on 
the m a rk e t m any alleged cures foi 
ca ta ra ct, none has been scientifical­ 
ly proved of real value. If a m em ­ 
ber of the fam ily has a ca tara ct, 
consult with your physician. 
He 
will advise you and recom m end an 
eye surgeon. 
The operation is ad­ 
vised while vision of the other eye 
continues to be good. 
S om etim es certain reasons exist 
for the delay of the operation. This 
can only be determ ined by the physi 
cian a f te r a thorough exam ination 
of both eyes. 
Diabetic patien ts 
should receive careful general modi 
cal atten tio n before undergoing the 
c a ta ra c t operation. 
If necessary in 
sulin should be given. 
The operation itself is a simple 
one and need cause no fear. If s ur­ 
gery has been advised, do not delay 
By pro per care of the eyes, m any 
of its ailments, may be escaped. 
If 
you need glasses get them . 
Never 
perm it foolish pride to cause you to 
spurn glasses. 
Not only will you 
see better by having them, but they 
will help to prevent blindness, even 
c a ta ra c t perhaps.
